YANGTZB RIVER 
DISASTER, 


TERRIBLE .EXPERIENCES. 


The Kyodu Maru is te-day a 
annken hulk on the shores of an 
‘uninhabited island off the mouth of 
the Yungtze, while 4 Japancre des- 
troyer, bearing the Japanese Ad- 
miral and the Marine Ingpector_st- 
tached to thy local Jupanese Con- 
sulnte, und a tug manned by Japan- 
ese marines, are . searching — the 
waters adjacent to the scone of the 
tragedy inan effort to find five 
Japanese officers and 25 of the crew 
cf the ith‘ntad «vessel, saya the 
“Shanghai Times." on 

News of the disaster’ was bronght 
fo Shanghai on Suiday, when a 
Chinewe xteumer arrived currying 
five exhausted survivors ‘of the 
wreek, two Japanese offieers and 
three Chines» crew members, 

The men related how the Kyodn 
Maru, on her Tegular ron betwean 
Shangbut and Dairen, somehow got 
out of her course aad struck on the 
barren isle last Wednesday. — The 
entire ship's crewelunded and for 
sever) days livedtolf snch of the 
versol's stores ts they were able to 
sulvage, Then food and water ran 
out. Sever'ak Chinese junks passed, 
but, aw the island is cometimes ward 
as a basen for pivaticnl operation, 
the, jnnkmen refused te go near in 
response to signals of distress. 

Finally, it was devided to try and 
reach help with a small boat. The 
tiny craff was net equipped — for, 
navigating the reungh waters and 
ths quintatte drifted about for 20. 
hours without food or water unt'T! 
they were picked ip near Chinghai 
by the Chinese ‘steumer,
